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Nineteen-fif+y  has  been  a  year  of  transition  for  Hannpden-Sydney. 
From  a  student  standpoint  a  noticeable  return  to  the  pre-war  type  of 
college  man  has  been  evident.  With  the  graduation  of  our  Seniors,  such 
expressions  as  the  "G.  I.  Bill"  are  becoming  dated. 

The  Hill  itself  is  changed.  With  the  well-equipped  rebuilt  library  and  a 
new  disposal  unit,  the  college  plant  has  increased  in  size;  and  at  the 
present  time  construction  of  our  new  auditorium  and  recreation  center 
is  under  way.  The  presence  of  Virginia  Eta  Chapter  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
adds  greatly  to  our  prestige  and  provides  new  incentives  for  student 
achievement. 

However,  in  spite  of  these  changes,  our  life  as  Hampden-Sydney  stu- 
dents remains  much  the  same.  Within  the  pages  of  the  1950  KALEIDO- 
SCOPE are  glimpses  which  seem  very  familiar  now.  Let  us  hope  that  the 
years  will  not  dim  our  recollection  of  them. 
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Among  our  alumni  there  are  many  distinguished  and  successful  men  of  whom 
Hampden-Sydney  is  proud.  To  many  of  these  it  is  also  grateful  for  countless  services 
to  the  college  and  its  students.  Such  a  man  is  DR.  FRANK  STODDERT  JOHNS  of 
Richmond,  Virginia. 

In  college  and  since  his  graduation  in  1908,  Dr.  Johns  has  given  generously  of  his 
ability  and  interest  in  order  that  the  position  of  Hampden-Sydney  might  be  strength- 
ened. For  more  than  twenty  years,  he  has  served  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  has 
held  the  position  of  Chairman  since  1938.  At  present  he  is  also  a  member  of  the 
Athletic  Advisory  Council. 

The  value  of  such  an  alumnus  is  difficult  to  express,  for  his  influence  is  felt  in  many 
ways.  The  1950  KALEIDOSCOPE  is  dedicated  to  Dr.  Johns  in  sincere  appreciation 
of  his  loyalty  and  interest  for  Hampden-Sydney  College. 
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On  December  13,  1949,  Virginia  E+a  Chapter  of  the  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
fraternity  was  established  at  Hampden-Sydney  College.  The  charter  was 
presented  to  President  Edgar  G.  Gannmon  by  President  Theodore  F. 
Jack,  of  Randolph-Mr>con  Woman's  College.

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What  is  a  senior?  According  to  Webster's  Collegiate  Dictionary  a  senior  is  "an 
undergraduate  in  his  final  year  at  an  American  college,  university,  high  school,  etc." 
But  this  is  simply  a  generalized,  unqualified  definition.  For  that  reason  it  could  not 
be  employed  to  accurately  describe  a  senior  at  hIampden-Sydney.  A  complete  de- 
scription would  require  an  article  of  great  length,  and  even  then  would  be  most 
difficult  to  construct.  hHowever,  there  are  a  few  outstanding  characteristics  which 
readily  come  to  mind  when  one  stops  to  consider  exactly  what  a  senior  at  this  college 
represents. 

First  and  foremost,  a  hfampden-Sydney  College  senior  is  a  gentleman.  Association 
with  gentlemen,  instruction  by  gentlemen,  and  treatment  as  a  gentleman  have  each 
played  an  important  part  in  the  casting  of  the  die.  This  is  a  gentle  influence,  passing 
almoist  unnoticed,  but  it  is  one  which  is  easily  discernible  in  its  effects. 

It  would  be  false  to  say  that  every  man  who  receives  a  degree  at  Hampden-Sydney 
is  a  scholar  in  the  strictest  meaning  of  the  word;  but  it  is  reasonable  to  assert  that 
he  has  had  in  the  course  of  his  training  many  educational  advantages  which  he  would 
not  have  received  elsewhere,  and  on  the  average  this  has  had  its  effect. 

Probably  the  outstanding  feature  of  any  Hampden-Sydney  student,  and  ©specially 
a  senior,  is  his  friendly  nature.  Much  of  this  can  be  attributed  to  the  atmosphere  on 
the  hiill  for  friendliness  seems  to  radiate  from  the  ancient  oaks  which  stand  like  monu- 
ments about  the  campus,  constant  reminders  of  the  traditions  which  have  made 
hIampden-Sydney  what  it  is. 

A  Hampden-Sydney  senior  is  a  'sportsman,  liking  nothing  better  than  to  engage  In 
a  good  scrap  in  any  athletic  event.  He  loves  to  win,  and  he  knows  how  to  lose.  But 
lose  or  win,  his  spirit  is  always  high,  and  his  conduct  Is  that  of  a  gentleman,  whether 
he  Is  actively  participating  or  lending  his  support  from  the  stands. 

In  concluding.  It  is  necessary  to  add  one  final  characteristic  In  order  that  this  de- 
scription shall  approach  completeness.  That  characteristic  is  one  of  honor.  From  the 
time  that  he  first  enrolls  at  Hampden-Sydney  a  student  is  put  on  his  honor  to  abide 
by  the  rules  of  the  school  and  to  conduct  himself  as  a  gentleman.  The  result  is  that 
before  he  leaves  he  is  instilled  with  a  very  keen  perception  of  honor,  and  so  deeply 
Is  this  entrenched,  that  It  will  carry  with  him  through  the  remainder  of  his  life,  serving 
even  then  to  distingulsfi  him  as  a  Hampden-Sydney  gentleman.

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We.  fhe  Freshman  class,  came  to  Hampden-Sydney  on  the  never-to-be-forgotten 
fifth  day  of  September  to  begin  our  lives  as  hfampden-Sydney  men.  During  the  first 
week  before  the  upperclassmen  arrived,  we  lived  as  kings,  having  nothing  to  do 
but  attend  Orientation  Meetings.  Our  idea  of  college  as  a  result  of  this  first  week 
led  us  to  believe  that  with  a  little  concentrated  study  we  could  overcome  the  hard 
work  that  lay  ahead  of  us;  but  we  were  sadly  mistaken  as  classes  began  to  materialize 
and  we  found  ourselves  studying  constantly.

"town-hounds."  There  lingered  still  in  our  memories  the  numerous  "rat  races,"  "V.C's" 
and  early  morning  Jaunts  around  the  campuis  led  by  the  cheerleaders. 

As  time  progressed  many  freshmen  made  themselves  known  throughout  the  campus 
by  their  participation  in  various  school  activities.  Athletes  became  stalwarts  in  their 
respective  sports,  many  showing  promi'se  for  the  future.  Those  inclined  in  journalism 
and  music  took  an  active  part  in  the  respective  organizations  to  show  that  they  were 
not  content  with  being  merely  scholars.

Meetings  were  interrupted  only  during  the  Civil 
War  and  the  Second  World  War;  except  for  those  periods  the  organization  has  met 
continuously  for  the  past  one  hundred  and  sixty  years. 

The  society  is  organized  for  the  purpose  of  furthering  literary  and  forensic  work 
among  the  students  of  the  college.  This  year  the  organization  led  by  Shep  Russell, 
has  again  taken  its  usual  high  place  in  campus  activities  by  bringing  notable  speakers 
to  "the  hill."

Although  not  truly  Indicative  of  the  strength 
of  the  team  It  represented,  the  five  and  four 
won-lost  record  compiled  by  the  fighting  Tigers 

Coaches   Hay,  Tiller,   McCone 


of  1949  did  give  Hampden-Sydney  a  claim  to  Its 
second  winning  football  season  in  as  many  years. 
Under  the  capable  guidance  of  hiead  Coach 
Morgan  Tiller  and  Backfleid  Coach  Billy  Hay,  the 
Tigers  fielded  a  well-rounded  squad  that  never 
quit  fighting  even  In  the  wake  of  several  games 
that  went  Hampden-Sydney's  way  in  every  phase 
except  the  final  score. 

For  seniors  Doug  Chapman,  Wink  Osburn, 
Dick  Venable,  Billy  Wall  and  Bill  Hunter,  the  '49 
campaign  ended  an  era  of  football  participation 
at  Hampden-Sydney  which  finally  saw  the 
Tigers  come  Into  and  maintain  their  own  after 
experiencing  two  humiliating  seasons  Immediate- 
ly following  the  resumption  of  intercollegiate 
athletics  at  the  close  of  World  War  II. 

And  for  Tiger  teams  of  the  future,  the  season 
just  completed  uncovered  several  promising 
rookies — among  them  rifle-armed  Bill  Blair,  the 
team's  leading  passer — who  are  capable  of  keep- 
ing Hampden-Sydney  on  the  winning  side  for 
seasons  to  come. 
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LOSE  TO  QUAKERS 

Inaugurating  the  season  In  the  newly-construct- 
ad  stadium  at  Greensboro,  N.  C,  the  Tigers 
dropped  a  close  game  to  Guilford,  19-13.  hlamp- 
den-Sydney  held  a  definite  statistical  advantage, 
chalking  up  16  first  downs  to  Guilford's  eight 
and  outrushing  the  Quakers,  230  yards  to  186, 
but  found  themselves  short  on  points.  After 
spotting  Guilford  a  two-touchdown  lead  at  half- 
time,  the  Tigers  roared  back  in  the  third  and 
fourth  quarters  for  two  touchdowns  of  their  own, 
but  allowed  a  third  and  deciding  Quaker  •score 
in  the  process,  hialfback  Clancy  Holland,  leading 
ground  gainer  of  the  season,  scored  the  first 
Tiger  touchdown  from  two  yards  out,  and  Blair 
passed  to  End  Gladstone  Smith  for  the  second 
six-pointer. 

OVERPOWER  ECTC 

Back  at  Death  Valley  the  following  week, 
hfampden-Sydney  had  little  trouble  getting  past 
East  Carolina  Teachers,  20-7,  in  a  game  marked 
by  long  runs  on  the  part  of  Tiger  backs,  hfolland 
contributed  a  92-yard  touchdown  romp  and  Full- 
back hlowell  Gruver  set  up  another  six  points 
(which  he  scored  himself  on  the  next  play)  with 
a  16-yard  jaunt  to  ECTC's  two.  Numa  Bradner 
plunged  for  the  third  tally  after  Blair's  pass  to 
Ed  Moore  had  carried  18  yards  to  the  one-yard 
line.  In  all,  the  Tigers'  offensive  machine  rolled 
up  381  yards — 275  on  the  ground  and  106 
through  the  air. 

WASPS  TOO  MUCH 

In  their  third  outing,  played  at  Bristol,  the 
Tigers  proved  no  match  for  a  strong  Emory  and 
Henry  team,  which  went  on  to  an  undefeated 
season  and  an  invitation  to  the  Tangerine  Bowl. 
Led  by  second  team  Little  All-America  Bob 
Miller,  a  hard-running  halfback,  the  Wasps  held 
Hampden-Sydney  scoreless  for  the  only  time  in 
two  sea'sons  of  play  to  gain  a  28-0  triumph.  The 
only  bright  spots  for  the  Tigers  lay  in  the  de- 
fensive work  of  Co-Captain  Walter  Bridges,  who 
played  one  of  the  most  outstanding  games  of  his 
sparkling  football  career  at  Hampden-Sydney, 
and  in  the  passing  of  Blair,  who  completed  seven 
out  of  14  aerials  for  a  gain  of  77  yards.

The   Tigers   reached    their   peak   in   the  team's 
second    appearance    at    Death    Valley    by    com- 
pletely overwhelming  Newport  News  Apprentice 
School,    38-7.    In    spite   of   the    absence    of   two 
regular      backs,      Hampden-Sydney's      offensive 
might   flashed    its   greatest   form   of  the   season 
against    the    Shipbuilders.    Six 
different  players    had    a    hand 
in  the  scoring  of  touchdown's 
for  the  Tigers  and  a  seventh 
added  a  pair  of  extra  points, 
hialfback   Gat    Leonard    start- 
ed off  the  touchdown  parade 
with     a     5 1 -yard     sprint     off 
tackle  early  in  the  game.  Wink 
Osburn   scooted    10  yards  for 
the   next  score.   Smith  took  a 
pass   from   Co-Captain    Doug 
Chapman,  Tiger  quarterback, 
for  the  third  tally. 

Bill  Wall  climaxed  a  74- 
yard  drive,  in  which  he  ac- 
counted for  runs  of  35  and 
27  yards  himself,  by  plunging 

a     short     distance     for     the  Williams,  Manager 

fourth      score.      A      defensive 
halfback  who  was  taking   his  finst  turn  at  carry- 
ing the  ball  while  subbing  for  the  injured  Gruver 
that  day.  Wall  ripped  off  a  total  of  84  yards  in 
seven  tries  for  an  even    14-yard  average. 

Hampden-Sydney  drove  for  its  next  score  by 
a  series  of  passes  and  laterals.  Blair  hit  Broun 
Dameron  with  a  pass  on  the  seven  and  he  in 
turn  lateraled  to  Freshman  Tommy  Edmonds  who 
raced  over  for  the  touchdown.  Bradner  picked 
off  a  Newport  News'  aerial  and  returned  it  42 
yards  for  the  final  'SCore.  Blair  booted  two  extra 
points.  Statistically,  the  Tigers  gained  a  total  of 
451  yards. 


DEFEAT   GALLAUDET 

Playing  against  a  fighting  but  weak  Gallaudet 
eleven   at  Washington,    D.   C,   the  Tigers   piled 
up  their  largest  score  of  the  season  (50-6)  and 
still  had  time  to  let  several  linemen  realize  life- 
long ambitions  of  playing  in  the  backfield.

in  recent  years,  the  Tiger  five  was  under  con- 
stant pressure  throughout  the  entire  season.  In 
every  corner  of  Virginia  the  battle  cry  of  basket- 
ball was  "Beat  hlampden-Sydney!" 

Despite  the  loss  of  Amby  Vulgan,  Wyllys  Tay- 
lor and  Bill  Balas  through  graduation,  the  ma- 
jority of  the  cries  for  revenge  were  lost  among 
the  swishes  of  Tiger  goals.  From  a  nucleus  made 
up  of  Jimmy  Hunt  and  Bill  (Sticks)  McLean,  who 
were  regulars  in  1949  and  who  served  as  co- 
captains  in  1950,  Coach  Gummy  Proctor  fash- 
ioned another  great  team.  Dick  (Mouse)  Misen- 
helter,  Emerson  Johnson,  and  freshman  Jerry 
Adams  filled  out  the  first  five.  Ed  (Chubby) 
Sharp  and  Vincent  (Boots)  Shelton  led  a  list  of 
very  capable  reserves. 
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Though  somewhat  limited  In  experience,  the 
1950  Tigers,  In  answer  to  Coach  Proctor's 
dreams,  had  a  sprinkling  of  tall  men  for  rebound 
work.  With  a  wonderful  record  and  reputation 
to  uphold,  and  with  his  fifteen  squad  members 
eager  to  do  their  part.  Coach  Proctor  went  to 
work. 

The  first  day  of  December  saw  the  opening 
game  of  the  1949  season;  and  the  fans  turned 
out  In  great  numbers  to  see  the  Tigers  make 
their  debut.  They  were  not  disappointed  either, 
for  the  highly-touted  team  from  Mt.  St.  Mary's 
fell  before  the  home  team  by  a  score  of  41-36. 
It  was  an  exciting  game  all  the  way,  and  Mc- 
Lean, who  led  the  Tiger  point  makers  with  15, 
put  the  victors  out  In  front  37-36  with  two  min- 
utes to  play,  htunt  Iced  the  game  with  two 
quick  baskets  just  before  the  final  whistle. 

Duke  University  was  the  next  foe  and  their 
talented  sophomores  ground  out  a  74-59  victory 
for   the    Blue    Devils.   The    Tigers   couldn't   seem 


to  find  themselves  and  were  hurt  by  a  lack  of  re- 
bound control.  McLean  was  high  point  man  for 
hHampden-Sydney  with  20. 

Recovering  from  the  defeat  at  Duke,  the 
Tigers  traveled  to  Bridgewater  to  meet  a  much 
improved  Eagle  team.  In  their  first  defense  of 
the  state  title,  Hampden-Sydney  triumphed  52- 
50,  in  a  nip-and-tuck  ball  game.  With  twenty 
seconds  to  go,  McLean  dropped  in  the  deciding 
two-pointer,  hie  and  Mlsenhelter  shared  scoring 
honors  with  16  points  each.  Lynchburg  College 
was  the  next  victim,  falling  66-47  to  a  deadly 
accurate  Tiger  five.  'Easy"  Emerson  Johnson 
led  the  home  team's  attack  with  22  points,  hie 
attempted  thirteen  shots  from  the  floor  and  con- 
nected with  ten.  The  victors  hit  for  18  out  of 
20  foul  shots  also. 

At  Richmond,  Hampden-Sydney  almost  gave 
one  away,  but  finally  emerged  victorious  58-57. 
This  contest  was  loosely  played,  and  the  Tigers 


Coach   Proctor  and    His    1950  Tigers 
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led  by  16  points  at  the  three  quarter  mark. 
Good  rebound  work  and  control  of  the  ball 
proved  to  be  the  deciding  factors.  Johnson  led 
the  scorers  with  15  points,  followed  closely  by 
Misenhelter  with  13.  At  Death  Valley  again,  the 
Bridgewater  Eagles  proved  to  be  victims  of 
I  tHampden-Sydney  in  its  fifteenth  consecutive 
home  court  win.  The  Tigers  led  throughout  the 
entire  game,  in  which  Misenhelter's  brilliant  floor 
game  shared  the  spotlight  with  the  high  scorers, 
McLean  and  hHunt,  who  tossed  in  16  points  each. 
In  the  next  game,  American  U.  treated  the 
audience  to  some  of  the  finest  ba'sketball  seen 
at  Death  Valley  this  year  and  downed  the  Tigers 
69-56.  HHampden-Sydney  played  very  good  ball, 
but  the  visitors  were  just  too  hot  to  handle. 
Webster  of  American  U.  was  high  scorer  for 
the  evening  with  20  points,  while  Misenhelter  leJ 
hIampden-Sydney  with  18.  Our  traditional  rivals 
from  Ashland,  the  Randolph-Macon  Yellow 
Jackets  visited  hIampden-Sydney  on  January  I  I. 
In  a  rough  and  tumble  game  that  'saw  45  fouls 
committed,  they  fell  before  the  smooth  Bengals 
by  a  score  of  63-48.  Again  domination  of  the 
backboard  was  a  big  factor  in  determining  the 
outcome  of  the  game.  Misenhelter  was  high 
point  man  with  15,  followed  by  hHunt  and  John- 
son with   I  3  each. 

Three  nights  later,  against  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia,  there  was  another  knock  down- 
drag  out  affair  in  which  six  players  left  the  game 
via  the  personal  foul  route.  When  the  smoke 
finally  cleared  the  Tigers  emerged  victorious  by 
virtue  of  an  85-71  verdict.  McLean  and  Adams 
led  the  Tigers  with  26  and  21  points  respective- 
ly. When  Roanoke  came  to  Hampden-Sydney  on 
January  17,  the  spectatons  were  treated  to  a 
real  thriller.  Trailing  at  half-time  and  still  behind

with  seven  minutes  to  play,  Misenhelter  decided 
to  take  things  into  his  own  hands,  and  with  three 
consecutive  field  goals,  he  put  the  Tigers  out  in 
front  to  stay.  McLean  again  led  the  scorers  with 
18  points.  Johnson  was  next  with  17,  and  when 
Mouse  contributed  his  16,  the  Tigers  had  a  67- 
59  victory  wrapped  up  for  their  evening's  ef- 
fortG. 

In  the  last  game  before  the  beginning  of 
exams,  hHampden-Sydney  traveled  to  the  Blues' 
Armory  in  Richmond  to  meet  the  College  of 
William  and  Mary.  In  a  heart  breaking  overtime 
period,  the  Tigers  yielded  70-67,  despite  the 
fact  that  they  led  60-56  with  only  2  minutes  left 
In  the  regular  game.  Chef  Giermak,  William  and 
Mary's  outstanding  center  led  scorers  with  29 
points  and  his  teammate.  Fuzzy  McMillan,  col- 
lected 23.  McLean  and  Adams  gathered  the 
most  points  for  the  Tigers  with  15  and  14  points 
respectively.  HHampden-Sydney  bounced  right 
back  Into  the  win  column  after  a  two-week  lay 
off  due  to  exams  with  a  victory  over  the  boys 
from  Johns  Hopkins  University.  The  calibre  of 
basketball  played  by  the  Tigers  was  not  quite 
up  to  standard  and  for  three  quarters  the  game 
was  anybody's  contest.  Then  the  Tigers  settled 
down  and  moved  away  out  In  front  to  take  a 
67-49  decision.  McLean  was  the  big  gun  for  the 


victors  with  21  points, followed  by  Hunt  with  17. 
After  this  victory,  the  Tigers  began  a  road 
trip  that  was  to  prove  disastrous.  The  first  stop 
was  Blacksburg,  where  Virginia  Tech  turned  out 
to  be  unrelenting  hosts.  They  soundly 
trounced  the  Tigers  75-53  In  a  contest  which 
found  two  Hampden-Sydney  centers  fouled  out 
while  trying  to  stop  the  high  point  man  for  the 
game,  Tex  Tilson.  The  towering  Tech  center 
canned  3 1  points  in  spite  of  everything  the 
Bengals  could  do  to  stop  him.  The  absence  of 
Misenhelter  due  to  an  ankle  Injury  hurt  the 
Tigers,  who  just  couldn't  get  going.  Johnson  was 
high  man  for  the  losers  with  I  7  points.  The  next 
stop  was  Roanoke  College,  which  had  already 
felt  the  Tiger  claws  once.  But  in  a  game  which 
saw  the  score  tied  four  different  times,  the 
Maroons  gained  their  sweet  revenge  as  they 
tripped  the  Bengals  52-45.  It  was  a  close  ball 
game  all  the  way  but  the  Tigers  just  couldn't 
quite  turn  the  tide  of  battle  their  way.  Adams 
led  the  losers  with  14  points.  Back  home  at  last, 
Hampden-Sydney  hit  the  comeback  trail  against 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia,  but  not  till 
the  second  half  did  they  look  like  the  Tigers  of 
old.  Despite  the  one-sided  final  score,  the  Ben- 
gals were  behind  at  the  half.  But  a  few  em- 
phatic words  from  Coach   Proctor  had  their  ef- 
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feet  and  the  final  score  was  8  I  -55  in  favor  of  the 
boys  from  Death  Valley.  McLean  tossed  in  25 
points  to  lead  the  Tigers  to  victory.  Lynchburg 
College  was  the  next  to  fall  before  the  Bengal 
basketeers  in  a  very  close  conteGt  which  was 
marred  by  many  fouls.  Sticks  McLean  was  again 
the  leader  in  the  scoring  column  with  24  mark- 
ers but  it  was  Mouse  Misenhelter  who  clinched 
the  game  with   a   set  shot  from   near  mid-court 


in  the  final  30  seconds  of  playing  time.  This  vic- 
tory guaranteed  the  Tigers  at  least  a  tie  for  the 
Little  Six  Conference  Title  as  well  as  a  berth  in 
the  Mason-Dixon  Conference  Tournament. 

With  -six  games  left  to  play,  the  Tigers  ot 
hHampden-Sydney  were  again  assured  of  an  out- 
standing record  in  basketball  for  the  season  of 
1949-1950.  and  too  much  credit  cannot  be  given 
to  Coach   Proctor  and  the  entire  squad.

Showing  an  improved  club  over  the  previous 
year,  hHampclen-Sydney''S  baseball  team  emerged 
from  a  tough  spring  campaign  with  eleven  vic- 
tories and  seven  defeats  on  record. 

Although  no  world  beater,  the  Tigers  played 
consistently  good  ball  for  the  most  part  of  the 
season.  But  for  occasional  fielding  lapses,  several 
more  games  might  have  been  salvaged  from  the 
lost  column.

The  Tigers  excelled  In  the  hitting  department, 
five  men  fini'shing  above  the  .300  mark.  Short- 
stop Broun  Dameron  led  the  batting  parade  with 
a  lofty  .350,  followed  closely  by  a  pair  of  fresh- 
men. Third  Baseman  Skip  Clary  and  Pitcher-Out- 
fielder Gladstone  Smith,  who  pounded  the  ball 
for  identical  averages  of  .343. 

Other  .300  hitters  were  Catcher  Jack  Glascock 
(.313)  and  Outfielder  Doug  Chapman  (.308). 

As  for  pitching.  Right- 
hander Tom  Kirtley  led  the 
other  chunkers  with  a  3-1 
record  and  an  earned  run 
average  of  3.20.  Smith,  a 
lefty,  won  four  out  of  six  de- 
cisions and  Larry  Silbernagel, 
also  a  portside  thrower,  had 
two   wins   to    his    credit. 

Both  Glascock  and  Damer- 
on received  bertks  on  the 
second  All-State  team.  Clary 
and  Smith  were  given  honor- 
able mention  in  their  first 
year  of  college  ball. 

tHampden-Sydney  opened 
the  season  with  a  7-6  win 
over  Colby  College.  Damer- 
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on's  single  to  right  field  with  two  out  in  the  ninth 
brought  Mouse  Misenhelter  home  with  the  win- 
ning run  after  two  hours  and  fifty-six  minutes 
of  playing  time  had  elapsed.  Smith,  who  went 
in  with  the  score  tied  2-2  in  the  sixth,  was  the 
winner. 

Delaware  was  the  next  victim  of  the  Tigers, 
bowing  7-4.  Silbernagel  pitched  the  first  iseven 
innings  and  received  credit  for  the  victory. 

Freshman  Branch  Vincent  gained  the  decision 
as  the  Tigers  next  walloped  Medical  College, 
22-2. 

tHampden-Sydney's  winning  streak  bogged 
down  at  Richmond  two  days  later.  Taking  ad- 
vantage of  eight  Tiger  miscues  and  12  hits  of 
their  own,  the  Spiders  humbled  Coach  Gummy 
Proctor's  nine,    16-8. 

At  home  against  V.  P.  I.  hlamp:'en-Sydney 
suffered  its  second  loss,  4-3.  Dameron  drove  in 
all  three  runs  with  a  triple  and  a  single  in  five 
trips. 

Two  runs  in  the  second  Inning  were  enough  to 
down  Lynchburg,  2-1,  as  Smith  barely  missed  a 
no-hit  game.  Lynchburg's  only  single  was  a  fluke 
Infield  grounder. 

After  vacationing  for  Easter,  the  Tigers  re- 
turned to  lose  a  close  one  to  Randolph-Macon, 
11-10,  dc'splte  Bill  Hunter's  homer  with  one  on 
In  the  seventh.  Rain  cancelled  the  chance  for 
getting   revenge  against  the  Yellow  Jackets. 

hlowell  Gruver  homered  with  two  on  to  help 
hIampden-Sydney  down  Roanoke,  9-6  and  start 
a  five  game  winning  streak,  the  longest  of  the 
season. 

Medical  College  fell  again  to  a  14-hIt  on- 
slaught of  the  Tigers,  this  time  by  a  score  of 
7-4.  Smith's  three  hits  accounted  for  four  runs 
in   the  victory. 

Led  by  Clary,  who  rapped  out  five  hits,  hlamp- 
den-Sydney  next  took  a  20-11  decision  from 
\/IsIting  Davidson.  The  game  lasted  for  three 
hours  and  fourteen  minutes. 

John  Quarles  turned  in  the  only  shutout  pitch- 
ing performance  of  the  season  as  he  blanked 
Roanoke  at  Salem  on  four  hits.  The  score,  5-0. 
Fellow  moundsman  Smith,  playing  In  the  outfield, 
connected  for  a  home  run  with  two  on. 

Captain  Wink  Osburn  and  Dameron  provided

Techmen.  Smith  hurled  a  nine-hit  ball  for  the 
win. 

Quantico  Marines  succeeded  In  snapping  the 
Tiger's  win  streak  by  grabbing  a  13-4  verdict  in 
a  game  at  the  Marine  Base.  Four  players,  Jack 
Glascock,  Buddy  Glascock,  Dameron  and  Smith, 
divided  Hampden-Sydney  s  eight  hits  equally  be- 
tween them. 

Good  pitching  by  Smith  and  Kirtley  gave 
Proctor's  nine  a  double-header  victory  over 
Bridgewater  the  following  week  end.  The  scores, 
both   seven-inning   affairs,   were   3-2   and   8-2. 

The  baseball  season  struck  a  sad  note  near  the 
end  as  the  Tigers  failed  to  win   in   its  last  three

Hampden-Sydney  s  1949  Jay-Vee  baseball 
team  coached  by  Henry  Bl+tinger  didn't  have  an 
outstanding  won-loss  record,  but  the  players 
gained  valuable  experience  for  future  years. 

Joe  Potts  led  the  team  at  bat  with  a  .278 
average,  followed  by  Bob  Gehringer,  John  Rob- 
inson, and  John  Foster.  The  team  average  was 
.225,  compiled  against  some  of  the  strongest 
freshmen  teams  in  the  state. 

The  J.  V.'s  opened  the  season  at  home  against 
the  ever-potent  F.U.M.A.  nine.  Sonny  James 
started  on  the  mound  and  lasted  until  the  fifth 
frame  when  a  couple  of  walks  and  heavy  hitting 
by  F.U.M.A.  paid  of  with  five  runs.  Bright  spots 
of  the  Baby  Tiger's  defeat  were  the  hitting  of 
Gehringer  and  Potts  and  the  relief  pitching  of 
Bill  Des  Portes. 

The  J.  V.'s  had  their  biggest  day  at  the  plate 
against  Smithdeal-Massey.  Let  by  the  big  bafs 
of    Robinson    and    Foster,    the    "Bitties'    banged 


out  fourteen  hits  and  swamped  the  Rlchmonders 
12  to  7. 

Branch  Vincent  kept  the  'Bitties  '  in  the  win 
column  with  a  sparkling  mound  performance 
against  the  Randolph-Macon  junior  varsity,  the 
Baby  Tigers  winning  6-5.  Ed  Bates  carried  the 
big  bat  with  three  for  four.  Vincent  also  collect- 
ed a  pair  of  singles. 

Des  Portes,  in  his  first  start,  pitched  a  shut- 
out game  against  Smithdeal-Massey  until  the 
seventh  when  he  retired  to  right  field.  Jim  Prof- 
fitt took  over  and  set  the  S.-M.  boys  down  with 
an  8-6  defeat.  Potts  led  the  hit  parade  with  four 
singles.

In  response  to  an  early  call  for  trackmen, 
Coach  Morgan  Tiller  was  greeted  by  eight  let- 
ernnen    and     many    other    promising    thin-ciads.

After  several  weeks  of  hard  work,  the  Tigers 
clashed  with  the  University  of  Richmond  track- 
men and  were  defeated  81-45.  Captain  Lynn 
Chewning  took  first  in  the  100  and  220.  Two 
freshmen.  Gene  Milener  and  Bob  hiassold,  took 
first  in  the  mile  and  high  hurdles,  respectively. 
It  was  obvious  that  the  Tigers  had  not  had  suffi- 
cient time  to  prepare  for  this  meet. 

In  their  second  meet,  the  Tigers  rebounded  to 
overwhelm  Lynchburg  71  I  1/12-54  1/12.  h^amp- 
den-Sydney  took  nine  firsts.  Chewning  again 
took  the  100  and  220,  Milener  took  both  the  one- 
and  two-mile  runs,  and  Bob  Lacy  triumphed  in 
the  high  and  low  hurdles.  P.  M.  Snyder  and 
Mouse  Coghill  won  the  shot  and  880  respec- 
tively. 

The  hHampden-Sydney  cindermen  next  entered 
a  triangular  meet  against  Randolph-Macon  and 
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Newport  News  Apprentice  School.  Missing  Guch 
key  men  as  Snyder  and  Bill  Lucado,  the  Tigers 
finished  last  with  43  points.  Chewning  continued 
to  donnlnate  the  100  and  220  by  twin  victories, 
Milener  again  took  both  the  one-  and  two-mile 
events,  Coghill  copped  the  880,  and  Lacy  gained 
a  tie  in  the  high  hurdles. 

The  undaunted  Tigers  returned  to  their  win- 
ning ways  by  shading  Roanoke  College  66-60. 
Chewning  again  took  both  the  100  and  220,  set- 
ting new  course  records  in  both  events  with 
times  of  10  flat  and  23:1  seconds.  Lacy  gathered 
15  points  by  winning  the  high  and  low  hurdles 
and  the  high  jump.  Lucado  triumphed  in  the 
broad  iump,  and  hiassold  ran  to  victory  in  the 
440.  Snyder  won   in  the  discus  competition. 

The  Bengals  next  journeyed  to  Lynchburg  for 
the  annual  Little  Six  Track  Meet.  They  came  in 
fourth  behind  the  championship  Bridgewater  ag- 
gregation, Roanoke,  and  Randolph-Macon. 
Chewning  and  Lacy  continued  to  shine,  each 
taking  two  firsts.  Chewning  won  the  100  and 
220  yard  dashes  for  the  sixth  straight  time,  col- 
lecting his  customary  10  points.  Lacy  won  the 
high  jump  and  high  hurdles.  The  Tigers  were  un- 
able to  take  any  seconds,  but  succeeded  In  get- 
ting four  thirds  and  four  fourths.  This  gave  them 
a  point  total  of  32. 

A  week  later.  Coach  Tiller  sent  his  men 
against  the  Norfolk  Division  of  William  and 
Mary  for  their  final  meet  of  the  year.  The  Tigers 
fashioned  a  suitable  end  to  the  track  season  by 
swamping  the  Norfolk  Indians  8l'/2-4l'/2.  Lacy 
gathered  15  points  by  copping  the  high  jump, 
high  hurdles,  and  the  low  hurdles;  and  Chewn- 
ing again  won  the  100  and  220.  Al  Kemper 
and  Danny  Bray  won  the  discus  and  pole  vault 
respectively.  Coghill  took  the  880  and  Billie 
Millner  the  440. 

Thus,  the  Tiger  trackmen  compiled  a  respec- 
table record  in  keen  competition.  They  never 
had  the  advantage  of  competing  on  their  own 
track,  and  It  is  hoped  that  next  year  the  hlamp- 
den-Sydney  track  will  be  ready  for  use.
